craned their necks and cheered her 


arrival. 
At 8 a. in., ju st 79 hours 
and 23 
m inutes a fte r she rose from her h an ­ 
g ar a t F riedriehshafen, G erm any, the 
giant dirigible cruising 
over 
New 
York, was d em onstrating th a t even 
a t the finish of an epoc-m aking jo u r­ 
ney, she had plenty of reserve pow ­ 


er. 
The ZR-3 
made 
three 
complete 
trips up and down over M anhattan 
and had 
circled 
four 
tim es 
over 
Brooklyn, 
saluting 
the 
Brooklyn 
N avy Yard as it climed for altitude 
over S taten Island. 
The ZR-3 first crossed over A m eri­ 
can soil at 4:20 a. m. when her com ­ 
m ander, 
Dr. 
Hugo 
Eckener, 
who 
brought her safely through the winds 
and perils of the A tlantic, steered the 
Zeppelin over Boston. 
Bringing 
her 
32 officers and men 
safely 
to these 
shores, the world’s 
largest dirgible 
scorned to hurry to the w aiting h an ­ 
g a r here where landing crews 
and 
United S tates navy officials aw aited 
her arrival since dawn. 
G erm any’ 
pride in her Zeppelins 
was reflected in Dr. Eckener s m a­ 
neuvering of this latest and g rea te st 
of 
the 
Friedrickshafen brood. 
He 
sent his c ra ft low above New Y ork’s 
millions 
to 
dem onstrate 
her 
a ir­ 
worthiness. 
Vessels

Train For Thinking 


By H. Addington Bruce 
If it be true, and it undoubtedly is j 
true, that the great m ajority of peo- j 
pie do little thinking worthy of the 
name, the fact however lam entable is 
not surprising. 
It is a logical conse­ 
quence 
of 
an 
educational 
system 
which signally fails 
to 
train 
for 
thinking. 
It fails for tw o chief reasons. 
In the first place, it lays undue em ­ 
phasis on knowing as compared with 
thinking. 
And, secondly, it proceeds 
on the assumption 
that the children 
who come under 
its 
influence come 
with minds open and ready for 
in­ 
struction. 
W hereas the fact is that most 
of 
them come with well-developed men 
tal habits inimical both to learning 
and to thinking. 
This is not the children’s fault. 
It 
is the fault of parents who have fail­ 
ed to appreciate that mental habits 
are form ed early. 
So, far from fostering in their chil­ 
dren the habit of alert and independ­ 
ent thinking, they have insisted 
on 
doing all their children's 
thinking 
foi them . 
And 
instead 
of keeping 
alive their natural eagerness to grow 
in knowledge—as shown 
by 
theiv 
i erpetual 
qusetioning— the 
parents 
have dulled it by silencing or evading 
the questions. 
A lso they have them selves set the 
children a bad exam ple of non-think- 
ing. They lead routine, almost 
m e­ 
chanical lives. 
They are not suffici­ 
ently interested in their work really 
to 
think 
about 
it. They are much 
more 
interested in their 
pleasure», 
which mostly are not of a sort 
de­ 
manding any vigorous thinking. 
The children, suggestible little crea­ 
tures, na/turally react to all this by 
becoming more or less inert m ental­ 
ly. 
They, too, would sooner 
pass 
their time in play than 
in effortful 
thinking. 
And certainly the idea of 
settling down to books has no strong 
appeal to them. 
To make it appeal to them strong- 
ly— to "sell” them the idea of educa­ 
tion. so to speak--should under these 
circum stances be the first business of 
the schotus. 
The second should be to 
ground them in the principles of ef- 
fetive thinking. 
L u a d J.h* schools forthwith begin 
to pum p knowledge 
into 
them— to 
cram facts down 
unw.lling throats. 
W hat the children learn, they learn 
simp y because they have to learn it 
— and 
through 
a slippery 
memory 
process. 
Tne time comes when they 
art 
dor«' with school. 
Unless they hnve 
been exceptionally fortunate in their 
bom* 
-jrroundm gs 
or 
in contacts 
with truly inspiring teachers, 
they 
put school behind them as an 
un- 
ple&.ant episode happily now closed. 
The fact- 
with 
which they 
have 
gorged are soon in great part forgot­ 
ten. 
And because they have neither 
been made interested in thinking nor 
taught how to thank to good purpose, 
lif t ’s 
j roblems 
so 
demandful 
of 
thought find them 
woefully unpre­ 
pared.

Sec >.s C raig is the name of a lofty 
bluff on the field in the Romsdalsf- 
jord, on the left of the entrance to 
the bay of Aandalsnaes, where to u r­ 
ists land to visit the far-fam ed val­ 
ley of the Rauma and its tow ering 
RomdaLs Horn. 
The Norwegians have erected there 
a handsome monument in honor of 
a 
peasant, Peter Klungnaes, who was 
•d eed a t his farm under the bluff by 
a Scottish force and compelled tx> act 
as their guide in an expedition th at 
ended disastrously for them at Krin- 
gom 
A ugust 
26, 1612. 
The route 
they took extended a little m ore than 
a hundred 
miles; 
and 
Scots C raig 
(N orse-Skotsham m er) and m any 
of 
the other S o ts place-names on 
the 
map of Norway today are some 
of 
the relics of th at Scottish raid. 
The Norse in their ballads and tr a ­ 
ditions naturally exaggerate the in­ 
cident, as when they sing:

The Scotsmen reached the Romsdal 
August lb, and the force was landed 
at Klungnaes, just under the bluff 
now called Scots C raig. 
They laid 
hold of Peter KJungnaes without cer­ 
emony, and compelled him to act as 
their guide; but he found means 
of 
sending a w arning to 
the peasants 
in the valley, and he conducted 
the 
Scots by devious and difficult paths, 
in order to give the dalesmen time to 
gather. 
The farm ers and peasants quickly 
responded 
to 
the call, 
but no one 
seemed able to take the command and 
oppose the advance of the strangers. 
Once or twice at likely points p repar­ 
ations were begun, but, either because 
the Scots came up too soon or because 
the natives were afraid, no attack 
was made, and the valley’ 
was not 
Ifcirred. 
The Scots were kept well in hand, 
and did no dam ages at all. 
Indeed, 
as the Scots expected to receive theii 
necessary equipment on their arrival 
in 
Sweden, 
only 
a com paratively 
small num ber of thorn were properly 
arm ed; and. as a considerable num­ 
ber of the men had been pressed into 
service and forced on board the ves­ 
sels, these were a source of weakness 
la th e r than of strength. Consequent­ 
ly the Scots officers were anxious to 
avoid any trouble with the Norse. 
But however peacefully the Scotsmen 
advanced, they were enemies, and the 
daiesmen beyond the Romsdal deter­ 
mined to block the way.

Selecting Seed Corn From Field 
It is the custom among many far- 
! mers to gather 
all 
their 
corn and 
then select their next years seed corn 
I from the crib.

ting seed (are:

I choose stalks that bear the ears not 
too high from the ground; fourth, se­ 
lect oars with straight rows and pre­ 
ferably those well filled out on tipi 
and butts; fifth, choose deep kernels, 
sixth,

selected store separately and in sucn 
a way that it will dry out thorough­ 
ly and will not !>e bothered by n <1- 
ents.

Nothing to tell the 
story save the mute evidence which 
we had gathered. 
We searched carefully for further 
relics of the dead, but were greatly 
hampered 
by the snow 
and frozen 
ground. 
Capt. Lane 
ordered 
that 
beach and slope be carefully examin 
ed in case there might be something 
to show th at records or messages had 
been buried, but nothing was discov­ 
ered. 
There was no cairn or mound, 
nothing to indicate that an attenrit 
had ever been made to erect a signal 
of any kind. 
All we knew was, surounded by all 
all the necessities of life, these men 
had died. 
Capt. I-ane attempted a re­ 
construction of the tragedy, so far ac 
could be deduced from evidence. 
“I 
am not sure”, he said, “how long they 
m ay have been on the island before 
they died. Perhaps a month or two; 
perhaps less”. 
The rusted remains 
of many

cans were scattered 
about. 
The ash­ 
es of their fire indicated they 
were 
here more than just 
a few days at 
any rate. 
As to why they died,” he 
went on, there are in my opinion but 
four possible causes: 
Being 
killed 
by polar 
bears, 
starvation,

from disease or freezing to death.

am satified they were not attacked by 
polar bears, because there was not a 
single body 
found 
showing

marks. 
“Had they been killed by bears” , 
he continued, “it is unlikely that two 
members of the party would be found 
lying in their ibeds, as was the case. 
I do not think they died of disease, 
for in that case one 
surely would 
have died sufficiently in advance 
of 
others to have been buried in 
some 
manner, but all seem to have perish­ 
ed at about the same time. 
Starva­ 
tion is an impossible theory, because 
of great quantity of food 
still 
re­ 
maining in cmap. 
Having eliminated 
three of four possible reasons, there 
remains only one, and it appears well 
supported by evidence at hand. 
“The tents, as stretched on a piece 
of ground open to blizzards from the 
northwest, which prevail in that sec­ 
tion during the winter months. There 
is nothing to show that ordinary pre­ 
cautions were taken to prevent their 
tent being blown by even light windi. 
much less by Arctic blizzards. There 
were several large drift logs near by 
to which they could 
have fastened 
their tents, but none were used for 
this purpose. 
They might have arrived at 
ihe 
island in an exhausted condition due 
to the cold and exposure. It is likely 
that while in bed the blizzard came 
upon them, knocked 
the tent down, 
and continued long enough to freeze 
them to death. 
The beds were laid 
on split poles to keep them off bare 
ground and

tent was thrown down, the wind and 
©old had access to them 
both from 
top and bottom.

ding. 
“I believe they died suddenly and 
unexpectantly, for 
otherwise 
these 
scientists would have left a record to 
tell their story. It may seem strange 
that we should find four lower jaws 
and no skulls, but the camp was on a 
level stretch of gravel exposed to ho 
ful force of wind. 
Skulls would roil 
and in ten years would probably be 
blown off the beach into the sea. This

Train For Thinking 


By H. Addington Bruce 
If it he true, and it undoubtedly is 
true, that the great majority of peo­ 
ple do little thinking worthy of the 
name, the fact how-over lamentable is 
not surprising. 
It is a logical conse­ 
quence 
of 
an 
educational 
system 
whach signally fails 
to 
train 
for 
thinking. 
It fails for two chief reasons. 
In the first place, it lays undue em­ 
phasis on knowing as compared with 
thinking. 
And, secondly, it proceeds 
on the assumption 
that the children 
who come under 
its 
influence come 
with minds open and ready for 
in­ 
struction. 
Whereas the facit is that most 
of 
them come with well-developed men­ 
tal habits inimical both to learning 
and to thinking. 
This is not the children’s fault. 
It 
is the fault of parents who have fail 
ed to appreciate that mental habits 
are formed early. 
So. far from fostering in their chil 
dren the habit of alert and independ 
ent thinking, they have insisted 
on 
doing all their children's 
thinking 
for them. 
And 
instead 
of keeping 
alive their natural eagerness to grow 
in knowledge—as shown 
by 
thei 
perpetual 
qusetioning—the 
parents 
have dulled it by silencing or evading 
The questions. 
Also they have themselves set the 
children a had example of non-think 
mg They lead routine, almost 
me 
chanical lives. 
They are not suffici 
ently interested in their work really 
to 
think 
about 
it. They are much 
more interested in their 
pleasures, 
which mostly are not of a sort 
de­ 
manding any vigorous thinking. 
The children, suggestible little erea 
tures, na/turally react to all this by 
becoming more or less inert mental­ 
ly. 
They, too, would sooner 
pass 
their time in play than 
in effortful 
thanking. 
And certainly the idea of 
settling down to books has no strong 
appeal to them. 
To make it appeal to them strong­ 
ly—to “sell” them the idea of educa­ 
tion, so to speak—should under these 
circumstances be the first business of 
the <choois. 
The second should be to 
ground them in the principles of ef- 
fetive thinking. 
lr stead the schools forthwith begin 
to pump knowledge 
into 
them—to 
cram facts down 
unwilling throats. 
What the children learn, they learn 
simply because* they have to learn it 
and through 
a slippery memory 
process. 
Tne time come> when they 
ai«j 
done with school. 
Unless they have 
been exceptionally fortunate in their 
home surroundings 
or 
in contacts 
with truly inspiring teachers, 
they 
put school behind them as an 
un­ 
pleasant episode happily now closed. 
The facts 
with 
which they 
have 
gorged are soon in great part forgot­ 
ten. 
And because they have neither 
been made interested in thinking nor 
taught how to think to good purpose, 
life’s 
problems 
so 
demandful 
of 
thought find them 
woefully unpre­ 
pared.

Herald Island, in the Arctic ocean, 
by the schooner Herman Expedition, 
which arrived here today. 
Overcome by an arctic strom while 
they .«dept in their well munitioned 
camp, with ample food stocks sur­ 
rounding them. 
Dr. AUister 
Forbes 
.McKay and Jam es 
Murray. 
British 
f-cientists; 
Henry Beuschat, em inent 
French anthropologist, and S. Stan­ 
ley Morris, American 
or 
Canadian 
sailor, all survivors of the wreck of 
Karluk, Vilhjam ur S tefansson’s 
ex ­ 
ploration ship, perished in what, un­ 
til today, has been regarded as one 
of the most m ysterious tragedies of 
the Arctic. 
McKay, 
Murray, 
Beuschat 
and 
Morris were members of Stefansson’s 
11*14-18 Canadian Government Arctic 
expedition, who, after the wreck of 
Karluk. took fortune in 
their own 
hands and left the others, who were 
camped on the ice under the 
com ­ 
mand of Capt. Bob Bartlett. 
They 
were seen making their way across 
the pack 
toward 
W rangle Island. 
One of B artlett’s advance parties, re­ 
turning to the Karluk camp, encoun­ 
tered them , fighting their way step 
by step. 
Morris, although suffering 
from blood poisoning, was with ihe 
two scientists. 
Beuschat, 
his hands 
and 
feet frozen, was a mile behind 


any of these victim s of the 1914 tr a g ­ 
edy until Capt. Lane’s party u n co v ­ 
ered the remains on Herald Island on 
September 19, last. 


Some bones, a corroded rifle, pem­ 
mican, ammunition, a sled and 
other jfound 
camp equipment established 
beyond 
doubt the identity 
of 
men 
found. 
Other parties have passed since they 
died ten years ago. 
Other W rangle 
explorers have 
died. 
Savage winds 
and polar bears have tumbled their 
skulls about. 
A few more years and 
there would have been nothing 
to 
tell w hat became of them. 


Capt. l^ane alw ays believed the Mc­ 
Kay party might have reached Her­ 
ald Island. 
When, 
driven 
by foul 
weather, we found ourselves in 
the 
shelter of its high, slat cliffs, thirty- 
eight m.les from W rangle he clim b­ 
ed the crow’s nest him self to scan the 
shore line. 
“There’s 
a 
camp 
there, 
sure 
enough”, declared the captain, as he 
descended to the deck, and the whale 
boat was lowered to go ashore. Young 
ice impeded progress som ewhat, but 
we reached the line of grounded ice 
cakes near 
shore 
and 
from them 
made our way to the beach. 
It was one of our few days of sun­ 
shine and the calm, gravelly beach 
was 
covered

Ther* 
is nothing to show that ordinary pre­ 
cautions were taken to prevent their 
tent being blown by even light winds, 
much less by Arctic blizzards. There 
were several large drift logs near by 
to which they could 
have fastened 
their tents, but none w-ere used for 
this purpose. 
They m ight have arrived at 
ihe 
island in an exhausted condition duo 
to the cold and exposure. It is likely 
that while in bed the blizzard came 
upon them, knocked 
the tent down, 
and continued long enough to freeze 
them to death. 
The beds were laid 
on split poles to keep them off bate 
ground and 
consequently 
when the 
tent was thrown down, the wind and 
cold had access to them 
both from 
top and bottom. 
Under such condi­ 
tions

could last but a

ding. 
"I believe they died suddenly and 
unexpectantly, for 
otherw ise 
these 
scientists would have left a record to 
tell their story. It may seem strange 
that we should find four lower jaw s 
and no skulls, but the camp was on a 
level stretch of gravel exposed to 
h<« 
ful force o f wind. 
Skulls would roil 
and in ten years would probably be 
blown off the beach into the sea. This 
is also probably the reason why
